“All scripture is given by inspiration of God, and is profitable for doctrine, 
for reproof, for correction, for instruction in righteousness: That the man 
of God may be perfect, throughly furnished unto all good works.” 

—2 Timothy 3:16,17 


An Amazing Fact: Commander William R. Anderson and his crew of 116 were 
the first to reach 90-degrees north ... under the ice. The trip, dubbed “Operation 
Sunshine, ” was made possible by a technological marvel, the USS Nautilus, 
the world’s first nuclear-powered submarine. Under hundreds of feet of ice, the 
Nautilus ’ nuclear reactor not only powered the vessel but enabled the crew to have 
the filtered air and water needed to reach their destination. Moreover, unable to 
surface for direction, they traversed the dangerous waters using a new invention 
called the gyrocompass. On August 3,1958, at 11:15 pm., Anderson announced, 
“For the world, our country, and the Navy—the North Pole. ” The ultimate vessel 
in the world had enabled humans to accomplish what had been deemed the 
impossible, reach the geographic underside of the North Pole. 


The church is something 
like a nuclear submarine, 
submerged in the waters of 
a world steeped in sin and 
darkness. And just as water 
shouldn’t infiltrate the hull of 
a ship, so the world shouldn’t 
infiltrate the church. 

On our long, often-dark 
journey through these 
troubling waters, the Bible 
is as crucial to us as the 
gyrocompass was to the USS 
Nautilus, because without it 
we would be lost. Just as the 
gyrocompass would have 
done the crew no good were 
it not used, the Bible cannot 
help us find direction unless 
we take advantage of it. We 
can have it on our shelves, or 
even on our home computers, 
but unless we open it up and let it into our hearts, we will be without 
direction and we will drown in the sinful waters of the world. 


In this article (first of a two-part series), we’ll look at what God has 
given us in His Word and what we can expect if we make its study a 
central part of our lives. 

Get Exercise 

My family is pretty good about exercise. Karen and I belong to a gym 
that we use! You see, at the start of every year, enrollments at health 
clubs spike. To compensate for holiday food-induced bulges, and with 
the best of intentions, people sign up in droves. Only problem is, most 
rarely show up to use their memberships. It’s as if they think that a 
club membership is a substitute for actually exercising. 

In the same way, people often think that membership in a church 
is a substitute for reading the Bible. It’s not. You need a personal, 
abiding relationship with Jesus, and your Bible is the number one 
catalyst that will enable you to have just that. 

But you have to read it! 

I know from personal experience. Without my own study of the 
Bible, I might still be lost, perhaps steeped in the teachings of some 
New Age cult. It was the Bible that turned me into a Christian, which 
is kind of a miracle considering that I was a high school dropout from 
a Jewish family full of cynicism about Christianity. I’d been taught 
evolution and believed that the Bible was full of fiction and fantasy. 
Yet in a cave, all alone, I picked up the Bible and this dynamic, 
powerful book changed my life. 
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In the beginning, the 
messages of God to man were 
communicated orally. God 
spoke to Adam face to face 
in the garden of Eden, thus 
Adam received revelation 
straight from the mind of His Creator. 
In turn, Adam shared this knowledge with Seth, 
^and Seth passed it down to Lamech, who passed it on to Noah. 
Though sin had infected the world, Adam and his descendents 
possessed brains fashioned from the hands of God—more powerful 
and sophisticated than any supercomputer. Prior to the Flood, 
when lives were measured by hundreds of years, humans had a vast 
capacity to remember virtually everything said, heard, and seen. 
(Today we would call it photographic memory.) 

Yet after the Flood, something different started happening. The 
lifespan of humans began to shorten dramatically. The environment, 
and subsequently, lifestyles began degenerating. In short, the ability 
of men to remember God’s oracles had become severely limited. 

By the time of Moses, after years of His people being held bondage 
in a pagan-infested nation, God saw that is was necessary to codify 
His messages to humanity. As a result, Moses became God’s first 
scribe, and Genesis, Exodus, Eeviticus, Numbers, Deuteronomy, 
and perhaps Job were written in the wilderness after the Jews’ 
emancipation from Egypt. 

Transcribed and copied on paper, leather, or clay tablets, the first 
collections of Scripture were all written out by scribes. (Of course, 
the original print of the Ten Commandments was written by the 
finger of God in stone.) These rare copies (each one written out by 
hand!) were treated like precious jewels. To have Scripture was such 
a privilege; it’s something we can’t appreciate today. Then, over 500 
years ago, Johann Gutenberg developed the printing press, enabling 
the mass production of Bibles. 


A Little Warning 


Never has there been a time in history when we have had more of 
the Word of God available to us and more commentaries to dissect, 
critique, and explain it. In fact, I have a “pocket PC” with multiple 
versions of the Bible, along with Bible dictionaries and inspired 


commentary. I can even listen to the 
Bible and watch Bible videos on my small 
handheld computer. Moreover, the internet offers 
free Bible software and even free electronic Bibles. 

Are we taking all of this for granted? Frankly, it’s frightening to 
think that we have so much knowledge now, because won’t we be 
more accountable for this informational wealth? I think so. We have 
no excuse really to be ignorant of the Word. So you’re much better off 
clinging to and treasuring at least a few verses than to be surrounded 
with so much Scripture and never letting any of it reach your heart. 

The old saying “familiarity breeds contempt” is true—the church 
is more biblically illiterate than ever in its history, despite the 
proliferation of the Bible. It’s as though we’re walking through a 
Bible buffet, but all we want are a few carrots. A Bible sitting on your 
shelf at home isn’t a substitute for reading it. And unless we read it, 
the Lord cannot use it to change our lives. “For the prophecy came 
not in old time by the will of man: but holy men of God spake as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghost” (2 Peter 1:21). 

The Sword of Christ 

The Word is a powerful weapon. Every time Jesus was tempted in 
the wilderness, He quoted from Scripture, saying “It is written.” It’s 
evident from this exchange, and others, that Jesus had memorized 
considerable amounts of Scripture: “Thy word have I hid in mine 
heart, that I might not sin against thee” (Psalm 119:11). And He used 
this mastery to fight off Satan’s attacks. 

As with Jesus, so with us; that is, we must use the Bible to fight off 
temptation. Revelation 19:11 declares, “And I saw heaven opened, 
and behold a white horse; and he that sat upon him was called Faithful 
and True.” This passage closely parallels Christ and the Word itself. It 
is a vision of the Word. The passage continues, “And in righteousness 
he doth judge and make war. His eyes were as a flame of fire, and on 
his head were many crowns; and he had a name written, that no man 
knew, but he himself. And he was clothed with a vesture dipped in 
blood: and his name is called The Word of God.” 

Who is on the white horse? Jesus or the Word? In fact, there 
isn’t even a difference in that the Word is the expression of Christ. 
Jesus Himself is the Word. Does the Word of God make war? Jesus 
answers, “I came not to bring peace but a sword.” 

The Bible is a weapon that we can use to invade the devil’s 
territory. In Revelation 13, we learn that the beast received a 
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deadly wound by the sword. What 
is that sword? The Word of God is 
quick and powerful and sharper 
than any two-edged sword. And 
Ephesians 6:17 affirms, “the 
sword of the Spirit, which is the 
word of God”—our primary weapon 
against the enemy. 

The Light of God 

We live in a very dark world. Even 
if you stood outside on the equator 
in the middle of a desert underneath 
a clear blue sky at noon, it would be 
utterly dark compared to heaven. 
It’s so dark here that we can’t 
navigate our way around without 
clear direction from God. The 
Bible presents that direction. It 
is the light that illuminates our 
path. “Thy word is a lamp unto 
my feet, and a light unto my path” 
(Psalm 119:105). Furthermore, “For 
the commandment is a lamp; and the 
law is light” (Proverbs 6:23). 

A few years ago, I was able to 
experience absolute darkness. I 
like caving, and I went to explore 
a place that advertised itself as the 
“Endless Caverns.” Of course, the cave isn’t endless, but it does 
go hundreds of feet below ground. As we were making our way 
down, the tour guide said, “If you want to know what absolute 
darkness is ... ” and then she shut off the lights. It was surreal; 
it looked the same whether I had my eyes closed or open. After a 
little while sitting there in darkness, I took out my keychain that 
had a little LED light. When I turned it on, it was like one of those 
giant spotlights at the grand opening of a new store. That little bit 
of light made such a tremendous difference when compared to the 
abject darkness within the bowels of the earth. 

That’s what the Bible is like in this dark world. It’s a giant 
spotlight advertising heaven. It always encourages me to 
meet someone who has taken that advertising hook, line, and 
sinker. They don’t know anything about Christianity, but when 
they get a hold of a Bible, they say, “Wow! This is really good 
stuff! Now everything is starting to make sense. Life really does 
have purpose!” 



An Enduring Truth 


Psalms 119:89 proclaims, “For ever, 0 Lord, thy ^ 
in heaven.” In a world full of uncertainty, Scripture| 
change, no matter what happens on earth or in heaven. I 
withereth, the flower fadeth: but the word of our God sq 
for ever” (Isaiah 40:8). 

Surl 
crystallize, but unlike food kept in vinegar, it will never si 
natural preservative that can be reconstituted simply by f 
it in hot water. Frankly, it’s quite a miraculous feat. The 1 
“How sweet are thy words unto my taste! yea, sweeter thin hon? 
my mouth!” (Psalm 119:103). The Word of God, the law of the Lord^ 
is sweeter than the honeycomb. In Ezekiel 3:3, God instructs the 
prophet, “Son of man, cause thy belly to eat, and fill thy bowels j 
this roll that I give thee. Then did I eat it; and it was in my mou| 
honey for sweetness.” 

The Frenchman Voltaire was a skeptic who didn’t think 
Christianity would last long and that the Bible would sc 
extinct form of literature. How ironic that in the exact s| 

Voltaire made that bold prediction sits a Bible warehoused 
out Bibles! It doesn’t matter how often it’s attacked, the Bible is “an 
anvil that has worn out many hammers.” Jesus assures us, “Heaven 
and earth shall pass away, but My words shall by no means pass 
away” (Matthew 24:35). And Jesus Himself is that Worded like 
Him, the Bible is the same yesterday, today, and forever. I 



Words of Life 

The words in the Bible are not just words in the Bible. You might 
see black and maybe red ink on white paper or even just pixels on a 
computer screen, but it is much more than that. It is a message that 
is made of spirit and life with an unexplainable vitality. “It is the 
Spirit who gives life; the flesh profits nothing. The words that I speak 
to you are spirit, and they are life” (John 6:63 NKJV). 

When you read the Word, it comes alive. It’s real, and it’s unlikely 
that anyone could ever open it—with sincere desire—and never 
get something out of it. A.W. Towser said, “A loving Personality 
dominates the Bible walking among the trees of the Garden and 
breathing fragrance over every scene. Always a living Person is 
present speaking, pleading, loving, working and manifesting 
Himself.” When people read God’s Word with their hearts open to 
hear what the Spirit is saying, it becomes a living testament to Christ. 

Sometimes we get caught up in what Jesus looked like. We see 
pictures, and we begin to form our impression of His looks. But is 
anyone exactly sure what color His eyes were? Or how tall He was, or 
how much He weighed? It doesn’t matter, because what changed the 
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world were His words. Soldiers were sent to arrest Jesus, and they 
came back saying, “Never [a] man spake like this man” (John 7:46). 
It’s the Word that changed everything, and that Word is Christ. 
Moreover, Christ is eternity; thus the only book that will make a 
restful pillow when you’re dying is the Bible. Every other book will 
be like stone. 

Food for the Soul 

We usually don’t miss too many meals. If we miss one, we’re not 
going to miss the second because we get very hungry. My question 

is, do you hunger for God’s soul food? “Thy words were found, and 
I did eat them; and thy word was unto me the joy and rejoicing 

of mine heart: for I am called by thy name, 0 Lord God of hosts” 
(Jeremiah 15:16). 

During a checkup, a doctor might ask you about your appetite. 

Why? Because a lack of appetite could mean some 
thing serious is wrong with you. It’s a sign of bad 
health. Likewise, it could be a sign of bad spiritual 
health if you have no appetite for the bread of 
life. “It is written, Man shall not live by bread 
alone, but by every word that proceedeth out 
of the mouth of God” (Matthew 4:4). 

People also develop a taste for what 
they eat. As much as I travel, I still get 
surprised at what people call food. 

You eat some exotic Asian food and 
it scorches your plumbing from 
bow to stern. How did they 
ever get to a place where they 
relish that? On one Pacific 
island, they eat a pounded 
root extract called saguaro, 
and to me it is just so 
bland. Yet they crave 
it just thinking about 

it. And in Germany, 
they eat those strange 
sauerkraut dishes. In 
my opinion, it’s like 
intestinal torpedoes, 
but everybody h^s 
their favorite peculiar 
food, including me. 

And that’s because 
we eat it. It is a part 
of our lives and 


culture. We force broccoli or even brussel sprouts down our kids’ 
throats, hoping they’ll develop a taste for it. In fact, I eat some 
things now that I hated as a kid. You might be saying, “Doug, I 
have no appetite for the Bible.” Read it anyway, and as you read it, 
you’ll eventually start developing a taste for it and ultimately crave 
it. “Neither have I gone back from the commandment of his lips; 

I have esteemed the words of his mouth more than my necessary 
food” (Job 23:12). 

Harmonious and Accurate 

The Bible is a miracle in so many ways. Lor instance, though 
written over a period of 1,600 years by about 40 different 
authors—on three different continents, speaking three different 
languages—it’s completely harmonious. Written by kings and 
peasants, with a broad spectrum of education in between, it 
delivers one message and one voice. Moreover, in Revelation, 
you’ll find reference to Genesis, and in Genesis you’ll find 
a reference to Jesus. It’s so harmonious that it overlaps 

constantly. It’s like gazing into the electrical 
room of a skyscraper and 
seeing thousands of little 
wires crisscrossing 
everywhere connecting 
every function in the 
building. 

It’s also a miracle of 
accuracy. Sin entered 
the world because 
man doubted 
God’s words; we 
shouldn’t make the 
same mistake today 
by doubting the 
accuracy of the Bible, 
especially with so 
much proof on its 
side. Lor instance, 
Daniel prophesied 
. the correct sequence 
and time of the 
Babylonian fall from 
power, along with 
the rise and fall of 
the Medo-Persia, 
Greek, and Roman 
empires. He also 
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Born in Bethlehem 
Born of a virgin 
From David’s line 
Attempted murder as a baby 
Betrayed by friend 
Betrayed for 30 silver pieces 
Death by crucifixion 
Clothes gambled for 
Bones unbroken 
Buried in rich man’s grave 
Day, year, hour of death

correctly predicted that 
Rome would be split up into 
10 separate nation states. 

Consider some of the 
amazing Bible passages that 
perfectly foretold the first 
coming of Jesus and their 
fulfillments. (See chart.) 

The Dead Sea scrolls 
testify to the fact that these 
prophecies were written 
well before Jesus was born. 

Moreover, they all came to 
pass. The accuracy of the 

Bible is miraculous. Why neglect it when it is so precise regarding 
the first coming of Jesus? Don’t you think we can trust the prophesies 
regarding the second coming? 

The Word Is Proven 

President Woodrow Wilson said, “I am sorry for men who do 
not read the Bible every day. I wonder why they deprive themselves 
of the strength and the pleasure.” That’s what happens when you 
read about God supernaturally intervening in the affairs of men to 
accomplish His redemptive purposes. The greatest testimony to the 
Bible is the way it changes lives. 

I never cease to marvel at the transformation in people when they 
pick up a Bible. These people’s lives were a total mess, but when they 
started reading the Bible, they turned around. I know that feeling, 
because it happened to me. Drug abusers become clean, marriages 
are restored, and alcohol and gambling addicts are freed. 

Why? It was the Word. It’s the anchor of our souls and the bread 
that comes down from heaven. Christ said, “I am the bread that came 
down from heaven.” We need to learn to love that bread, more than 
the unhealthy food this world has to offer. The Bible says, “Love Me 
and keep My commandments.” You can’t obey Jesus if you don’t love 
Him. You can’t love Him if you don’t know Him. And you will never 
know Him unless you take time to know Him. 

The Bible is the primary way that God reveals Himself to fallen 
man. Maybe you are studying your Bible, but you’re just picking up 
a few crumbs that fall from the children’s table. Maybe you’re not 
studying at all. Whatever you do to increase your time in the Word is 
going to create a positive blessing for you spiritually. 

But you need to choose to do it. If you join a health club, it’s going 
to cost you something. It will cost you time and money that you 
can’t spend elsewhere. You’ll have to give up something, but it will 
be worth it. It’s the same with the Bible. Don’t neglect His Word in 
preference for such trivial, passing things like television. God is saying 
to you, “Do you really want to know Me? My promise is, c You’ll find 
Me when you search for Me with all of your heart.’ ” He’s not very

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Why did God order the genocide of 
the Amalekites, including the women 
and children? 


Many are perplexed by what appears at first glance 
to be a paradox in God’s actions and character. He 
i commands us to love and forgive one another, even 
our enemies. And one of the Ten Commandments tells us not 
to kill (Exodus 20:13). So is what God commanded against the 
Canaanites and Amalekites a contradiction? 

First, the sixth commandment word “raw-tsakh,” translated 
as kill in the King James, has a deeper meaning that just “to 
kill.” According to Strong’s Concordance, it applies “especially 
to murder.” Christ bears this out in Matthew 19:18 when He says, 
“You shall not murder” Perhaps Matthew Henry explains it best: 
“It does not forbid killing in lawful war, or in our own necessary 
defense, nor the magistrate’s putting offenders to death, for those 
things tend to the preserving of life ...” This explains how David 
could be a man after God’s own heart and still be honored for his 
courage in killing Goliath. 

Regarding the command to eradicate these nations, I believe 
that God had to order it because their influence left unchecked 
would ultimately lead to the death of many more innocent people. 
It’s helpful to keep in mind that nations like the Canaanites 
engaged in human sacrifice, even offering their children to devil 
gods. (See Deuteronomy 12:31.) Additionally, not only did God 
use Israel’s might to punish evil nations like these, He used the 
Babylonian, Assyrian, and Egyptian kings to punish Israel. God 
will often use human forces to mete out His discipline. 

It’s an imperfect illustration, but often, infected cattle or 
poultry are destroyed for the purpose of stopping an epidemic 
and saving vastly more livestock. Likewise, left unchecked, these 
nations would have plagued the world with such depravity that 
they simply were not redeemable. So as much as it broke the heart 
of God, the order was given to eliminate these infected nations. 


The Consequences of Failure 

The Amalekites were a source of constant woe to Israel. Shortly 
after the Israelites left Egypt, the Amalekites attacked the weary 
people, slaughtering the weak and elderly (Deuteronomy 25:18). 
Even the Babylonians had a bad opinion of them, calling them 
“Khabbati,” or “plunderers.” The Amalekites and Canaanites, 
among other nations, practiced child burning, torture as public 
entertainment, and sexual immorality as sport. 

The Israelites later avenged the attack and defeated the 
Amalekites, but failed to completely eradicate the nation. Israel

was then plagued with continuous Amalekite raids (Exodus 17; 
Numbers 14:45; 1 Samuel 15:2 ). We can safely assume that God 
knew Amalekite descendants would always bear rage against His 
people. In the book of Esther, Haman the son of the Agagite, who 
was an Amalekite king, sought to exterminate all the Jews. Even 
today, the name Amalek is a symbol for hatred against Jews. How 
different things might be had Israel obeyed God to the letter! 

You should also remember the story of the Ninevites. God was 
warning them through Jonah to change their ways or be utterly 
destroyed, and they repented. God deals far more justly and 
mercifully than most people are willing to admit. 

No Easy Answers 

This is a very difficult issue. Honestly, I don’t always 
understand God because I’m not God. But at the same time, I 
trust God that He is just and that He is love. We serve a sovereign 
and eternal God who knows better than we do, and though we 
now look at Him through a glass darkly, one day will come when 
we will have clear answers. Remember that God’s ways are higher 
than our ways and His thoughts are higher than our thoughts 
(Isaiah 55:9; Romans 11:33-36). We have to be willing to trust 
God and have faith in Him even when we do not understand. 

Often, questions like these aren’t honest. Rather than seeking 
an answer to help them believe, many skeptics use it as a weapon 
to discourage belief. It is certainly not a new question. It also 
presumes that God is incompetent or not wholly sovereign. They 
say, “I wouldn’t do anything like that, so God shouldn’t either.” 
But the framework of the Bible is that God is indeed sovereign, 
just, and competent, which is exactly why writers left the story 
in. God wasn’t hiding, and He’s hoping people come to Him for 
the answer. 

Yet a genuine question deserves a genuine response, and I 
hope I’ve given you some helpful nuggets of wisdom to answer 
a truly difficult question. Quite simply, for God’s faithful, it is a 
matter of trust. Yes, we know that God is good, that He wants the 
best, but ultimately, we have to trust Him.

urder, coded messages, intrigue, suspense, and a race against time to 
discover the world’s best-kept secret—Dan Brown weaves all these 
elements together in his bestselling thriller The Da Vinci Code. And 
if the 30 million books sold are anything to go by, the movie adaptation is 
also sure to be a blockbuster success when it is released in May. 

Yet what is surprising is that this obviously fictional work is being 
taken so seriously as a real explanation for the life of Jesus and the history 
of the Bible. Perhaps it’s because the novel begins with a single word: 
“FACT.” Shortly afterward, Brown writes, “All descriptions of artwork, 
architecture, documents, and secret rituals in this novel are accurate.” 1 

Nothing could be further from the truth! Not only are there gross 
historical errors throughout the book, but what Dan Brown calls 
“the greatest mystery of all time” turns out to be a sinister fiction. By 
couching his hypothesis in the distinguished voices of a British royal 
historian and a Harvard professor, Brown lends an air of undeserved 
authenticity to his fantastic claims. 

The characters of the book discover that not only was Jesus “mortal,” 
but also that he married Mary Magdalene and had a daughter whose 
descendants live among us today. The sources of this information are 
supposedly a secret society and the discredited Gnostic gospels, which 
give the “true” picture of the historical Jesus. In addition, paintings of 
Leonardo da Vinci are portrayed as coded messages that indicate that 
Mary Magdalene, not John, was the beloved disciple, and that it was 
she and not Peter whom Jesus intended to take over the leadership of 
the church. Because John is painted without a beard and sitting close to 
Jesus in the picture of The Last Supper , the characters in Brown’s book 
claim that Leonardo really intended this to be Mary Magdalene! 

The book is nothing more than an open attack against the deepest 
beliefs Christians hold. It strips Jesus of His divinity, destroys faith in the 
Bible, and invents a false history of Christianity. But what is the truth? 

The Council of Nicaea 

Brown’s book claims that in A.D. 325, a group of bishops rewrote 
history in a meeting convened by the newly converted Roman emperor 


Constantine. Constantine wanted to unify his empire, and the bishops 
sought greater control of the church. To achieve their objectives, 
according to Brown, they 
introduced two new claims: 

Jesus was divine, and the 
Bible was infallible. 

Brown mixes together 
an ounce of historical fact 
with a pound of speculative 
fiction to form a potent 
brew of semi-realistic 
heresy. Indeed, it is correct 
that there was a council 
of Nicaea and there were 
power plays in the empire, 
but these did not change 
the divinity of Christ nor 
the authority of the Bible. 

For instance, Brown’s 
Professor Teabing asserts 
that before the council, the 
prevailing view, promoted 
by a bishop called Arius, 
was that Jesus was human. 

Teabing states that at the 
council, the majority of 
bishops overruled Arius’ 
belief that Jesus was a mortal prophet by a “relatively close vote.” 

Brown neglects to mention that Arius believed that Jesus was God’s 
supreme creation. He also believed that Jesus was sinless, that He 
created the universe, and that He was much more than a mere man. 

Still, the “relatively close vote” was actually 316 to 2! There is 
abundant evidence that Jesus was regarded as divine in both the New 
Testament and in early Christian writings (see box on page 26). 


The Gnostics and Jesus 


Gnosticism is a sect of Christianity 
with highly pagan pre-Christian 
origins. Part of their unbiblical beliefs 
include that the Jehovah of the Old 
Testament—a defective creator-god 
called the Demiurge—is evil and that 
he did not create a perfect world. The 
true God, called the Supreme Father 
God, is essentially unknowable. For the 
Gnostics, Jesus is a revealer of truth and 
not a savior. He was born to free people 
from the evil teachings of the Old 
Testament. Many Gnostics also taught 
that Jesus was pure spirit and did not 
have a physical body. The Gnostic 
gospels (such as the gospels of Thomas 
and Mary) are accounts of Jesus and His 
“secret” teachings that so contradicted 
Christian theology that early church 
leaders rejected them outright. 
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In commenting on The Da Vinci Code, National 
Geographic sums up the evidence: “Brown’s assertion that 
the divinity of Jesus Christ was an invention by the Roman 
emperor Constantine in A.D. 325 is widely dismissed by scholars— 
Christ’s divinity had already been described in the New Testament.” 2 


The Origin of the Bible 

According to a character in The Da Vinci Code, “The Bible is a product of 

man, my dear. Not of God_The Bible as we know it today, was collated by 

the pagan Roman emperor, Constantine the Great” (231). This is pure fiction. 

There is plenty of evidence that the canon (list of authoritative books) of the 
Bible was well established by the fourth century. One of the earliest evidences 
comes, ironically, from a Gnostic sect. Around the year 160, a Gnostic leader, 
Marcion, referred to the authoritative books of the apostles and mentioned 
many of the books that are in our New Testament today. The irony is that 
Brown tries to use the Gnostics to paint an alternative view of history. 

In recent times, a canon was discovered (the Muratorian Canon) that dates 
back to A.D. 190 and includes virtually all of today’s New Testament. By the 
fourth century, the only books in dispute were Hebrews (because it does not 
have a clearly defined author), 2 Peter (because it sounds so much like Jude), and 
Revelation (because of its mystical character). The reality is that the early Christian 
church revered and protected the Scriptures. Indeed, at the Council of Nicaea, the 
question of the books of the canon was not even on the agenda! 

The claims in Brown’s book about Mary Magdalene are even more obviously 
spurious. Although Mary Magdalene is portrayed as a close and understanding 
friend of Jesus in both the Scriptures and other historical sources, there is absolutely 
no evidence of her being married to Jesus. Brown simply made this up, along with 
his fictional characters. (If you want a better understanding of Mary Magdalene and 
her role in Christ’s life, we suggest Doug Batchelor’s book, At Jesus’Feet.) 

Was There a Cover-up? 

Even though Dan Brown has so many facts wrong, and even though his theories 
are speculative at best and heresy at worst, he might just be onto something. We can 
clearly see the rise of Roman power in history as fallible men declared themselves 
gods and sought to replace the authority of the Bible with the traditions and pagan 
rituals of men. The facts indicate that there has indeed been a cover-up, 
one that Dan Brown missed: Constantine and the bishops of Rome did 
conspire in one of the greatest secrets of all history. 


Who Was Constantine? 

Constantine the Great was a Roman emperor who reigned 
from A.D. 306 to 337. Tradition has it that on his way to an 
important battle in A.D. 312, a vision of a flaming cross appeared 
to him with the inscription, “In this sign conquer.” He therefore 
authorized his mostly pagan soldiers to place a cross on their 
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IVINITY OF CHRIST 


Belief that Jesus was divine was widespread long before 
Constantine and the Council of Nicaea. For instance: 


shields, and went on to win the 
battle. Believing the Christian 
God to be his secret to military 
success and the key to uniting 
his empire, Constantine 
adopted Christianity as the 
official religion of Rome in 
A.D. 324. His life continued 
to be marred by bloodshed 
and political intrigue until his 
death, but through his influence 
the bishops of Rome gained 
rapid ascendancy to political 
and temporal power.

He wrote that Jesus is “God incarnate” and that “God was revealing himself as a man.”

Sun Worship 

The real secret of Constantine and the bishops of Rome is 
their cunning introduction of sun worship and paganism into 
Christianity. It was done so shrewdly that, incredibly, it has 
been veiled within the faith for centuries. Through Constantine, 
paganism and Christianity joined hands in the Roman Empire. 

History readily records that Constantine was a sun-worshiper. 
In one decree he declared, “On the venerable Day of the Sun let the 
magistrates and people residing in cities rest, and let all workshops 
be closed” (March 7, 321). He made this decree in honor of the sun 
after his supposed conversion to Christianity! Constantine, even 
after his “conversion,” remained a pagan. 

Constantine sought to unite his kingdom’s pagan and Christian 
worshipers, in order to promote stability and ensure that his 
empire lasted. The easiest way to bring harmony would be to blend 
sun worship and Christianity. History shows that the Church of 
Rome did not object; indeed, it had been engaging in the practice 
for nearly two centuries! 

The bishops at Rome also claimed Peter as the head of the 
church, instead of Christ (Ephesians 4:15). Developing a non- 
biblical doctrine of “apostolic succession,” they claimed that the 
authority conferred on Peter was transferred to themselves. The 
“Saint Peter” that was created was actually a combination of pagan 
idolatry and Christian veneration. Even today, the statue in St. 
Peter’s Cathedral in Rome includes a solar disk above his head. 
Tradition has it that this was actually a statue of Jupiter taken from

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a pagan temple and simply renamed “St. Peter”! Sun 
worship, which appears in nearly every pagan religion 
in the world, soon appeared in Christian art, imagery, 
and theology. The halo often seen on Christ and 
Mary is actually a symbol of sun worship. Madonna 
(“Mary”) was depicted holding sun disks. 


The Silent Conspiracy 

One of the earliest entrances of sun worship 
into the church was through the spring pagan 
festival. The festival was celebrated in honor of 
Eostre (according to the eighth century cleric 
Bede). The festival often honored a goddess 
(such as Ishtar), and one of the more popular 
tales of this time concerned the god Attis, who 
was said to be resurrected each year during the month of 
March. According to one tradition, the festival of Attis began as 
“a day of blood on a black Friday and culminated after three days 
in a day of rejoicing over a resurrection.” * 1 2 3 These spring festivals 
eventually became the Christian festival of Easter, complete with 
eggs and rabbits, both ancient pagan symbols of fertility. 

At the Council of Nicaea, Constantine also persuaded those 
in attendance that only one Easter “Resurrection” day should be 
kept. “Our Savior has left us only one festal day ... and he desired 
to establish only one Catholic Church,” he argued. Then he added 
this significant statement. “You should consider ... that we should 
have nothing in common with the Jews.” 4 

Constantine felt that the Jews were “murderers of the Lord,” 
and therefore desired to blot out any links between Christianity 
and Judaism. For this reason he persuaded the Christian church to 
drop the ancient biblical Sabbath, given at Creation, and replace it 
with Sunday worship. “The Church made a sacred day of Sunday 
... largely because it was the weekly festival of the sun; for it 
was a definite Christian policy to take over the pagan festivals 
endeared to the people by tradition, and to give them a Christian 
significance.” 5 Pope Sylvester I (314-335) finally made Christian 
Sundaykeeping official by decreeing that “the rest of the Sabbath 
should be transferred to the Lord’s day [Sunday].” 6 Perhaps this was 
Constantine and Rome’s crowning conspiratorial victory—sneaking 
sun worship into Christianity by exchanging the true Christian day 
of worship for the day dedicated to ancient sun worship.

Thank God that today we 
have ready access to the Bible, the ultimate resource, and to the 
throne of grace. God’s truth will always prove stronger than the 
world’s fiction.

Always get the advice of your doctor before starting or chang¬ 
ing your diet, an exercise program , or medication , and contact 
your healthcare professional if you are struggling with any of 
the symptoms of depression. 

Depression is one of the most common illnesses in the United 
States, affecting one in 16 people. Also, 10 percent of Americans 
must deal with a major depressive episode in a given year. 

A person experiencing five of depression's nine symptoms for two 
weeks is classified as having major depression; two of these symp¬ 
toms for two weeks constitutes mild depression. Symptoms persist¬ 
ing for two years are considered chronic. Depression's symptoms are: 


• Deep sadness or emptiness • 

• Apathy 

• Agitation or restlessness 
Changes in sleep patterns— 
either more or less 

• Lack of concentration 


Changes in appetite 
and weight loss or gain 
Feelings of excessive 
guilt or worthlessness 
Morbid thoughts 
Fatigue 


sary for optimum brain functioning but are not found abundantly 
in foods, so even if your caloric intake is more than adequate your 
diet may be deficient. Flaxseed, walnuts, canola oil, wheat germ, 
soybeans, and spinach all contain omega-3. Folic acid, another es¬ 
sential ingredient for a healthy brain, is found in chickpeas, black- 
eyed peas, lentils, and kidney beans. Finally, vitamin B12 helps 
improve depressed moods. The highest concentration of B12 is 
found in animal products, but it can also be found in soymilk and 
fortified grain products. 

Other lifestyle factors might be even more important than nutri¬ 
tion in treating depression. Thirty minutes of exercise three to six 
times a week can prevent depression, and may be just as effective 
a treatment as antidepressants. Irregular sleep is also linked to 
depression. In one study, participants who lost only a little sleep 
were 60 percent more likely to become depressed, and the risk of 
major depression was 40 times higher for insomniacs. Exposure to 
bright light for at least 30 minutes a day increases serotonin levels, 
treating both depression and fatigue. 


Depression shrinks the hippocampus, the part of the brain in¬ 
volved in memory and learning, and raises stress hormone levels. 
Osteoporosis, hypertension, headaches, and more might result 
from depression. It increases risk of seizures, makes blood sugar 
control difficult for people with diabetes, and worsens the effect of 
diseases such as stroke, heart attack, and cancer. Some causes of 
depression cannot be helped, such as age, gender, or family history. 

Does this sound depressing? There is hope! Often the cause of 
depression is traced to nutritional deficiencies, lifestyle factors, or 
other medical conditions. In these cases, simple changes can effect 
significant improvement.

Diet and Exercise Tips 

us studies reveal nutrition's cru- 
in mental health. For example, 
tryptophan is necessary for the 
brain to manufacture the 
serotonin needed for proper 
functioning. Foods high in 
tryptophan are tofu, pump¬ 
kin seeds, gluten flour, 
sesame seeds, almonds, 
and black walnuts.

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Try Good Thinking 

Avoiding negative thinking by immediately replacing a nega¬ 
tive thought with a positive one reduces anxiety and depression. 
Counseling, specifically cognitive behavioral therapy, is extremely 
helpful in altering negative thought patterns. In addition, a personal 
spiritual experience aids in recovery from depression. In one study, 
participants' likelihood of recovery from depression increased in 
direct correlation with their personal faith and religious practices. 

These lifestyle treatments should be your first defense against 
depression. Flowever, some cases may require additional treatment 
such as herbs or medication. St. John's Wort is Germany's leading 
antidepressant, most effective in treating mild depression by al¬ 
lowing more serotonin and norepinephrine to collect in the central 
nervous system. SAMe, sometimes called "Sammy," boosts mood 
and outlook by increasing serotonin and norepinephrine produc¬ 
tion. The body metabolizes another herb, 5-FITP, taken from the 
African plant Griffonia simplicifolia, into serotonin. Other herbs 
that appear to have a therapeutic effect are chamomile, feverfew, 
ginkgo biloba, kava-kava, lavender, lemon balm, and valerian. 
Always exercise caution when taking herbs; and always ask your 
doctor if the herbs you want to try will interfere with other medi¬ 
cations you may be taking. 

A severe case of major depression may not respond to lifestyle 
and herbal remedies alone, but these simple treatments will 
enhance the effectiveness of medications. There is hope!
